Deptf. of Labor Denlies 


Labor Cerfificafion Ha 上 叶

Rumors that the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor has completely 
stopped issuing certification for 
imnmigration purposes were de- 
nied by Albert C. Meier，certify- 
ing officer with the Department's 
Certifying Unit ljast Friday. 

Certification by the Department 
of Labor is required for prospec- 
tive imnmigrants applying under 
the third or sixth preference. 

3RD PREFERENCE 

Members of the professions， 
persons with exceptional ability 
in the Sciences or airts qualify 
under the third preference cate- 
gory， Whether the alien has ex- 
ceptional ability depends upon 
the evaluation of experts in the 
field，so the alien must be pre- 
pared to present documentary 
evidence from such experts that 
he is a person of exceptional abil- 
ity. 

Ajob offer from a United States 
employer is not necessary，but 
the alien must intend to engage 
in his profession within areason- 
able time after entry to the 
United States. To be admissible 
to _ the United States，all third 
preference immigrants must se- 
cure an employment certification 
fom the U.S Department of 
Labor Showing that their coming 
to the United States will not ad- 
Versely affect American labor. 

6TH PREFERENCE 

Aliens coming to perform 
skilled or unskilled labor for 
which a shortage of willing，able 
and qualjified persons exists* in 
the United States qualify as sixth 
preference immigrants. 

Such persons must first secure 
employment certification from 
the U.S. Department ofLabor. To 
Secure Such cettification，the 
aliens must show that they are 
capable of performing “speci- 
fied”1labor，that the labor they 
are'coming to perform is not of a 
temporary or seasonal nature， 
that there is a shortage of suffi- 
cient workers in the U.S. who are 
able, willing, qualified and avail- 
able for the contemplated work， 
and that their employment will

not adversely affect the wages 
and working conditions of work- 
ers in the United States. 

Persons who qualjlify as third 
preference immigrants may also 
qualify under the sixth prefer- 
ence 这 they have a specific job 
offer from a U.S. employer and 
labor certification. However，un- 
like third preference immigrants， 
Sixth preference immigrants 
102St have a Specific job offer 
from a U.S. employer. 

Sixth preference petitions must 
be filed by the prospective U.S. 
employer accompanied by em- 
ployment certification and proof 
of the immigrant's quajlifications 
for the specific job. Immigrants 
cannot file the petition them- 
selves and employment certifica- 
tion must be obtained prior to 
filing the petition . 

NOT TRUE 

There is no basis to the rumors 
widespread in Chinatown that 
prospective immijgrants should 
not apply for labor certification 
because there is very little chance 
of its being issued，according to 
Meier. 

The approval rate last month 
was a little over 40 per cent，said 
Meier. The average rate a year OF 
two ago was under 40 per cent. In 
fact, the rate-has risen in the last 
Six months. The law requires that 
as long as there is no 避 .S. worker 
“quajlified，willing，and able”to 
accept the job，the labor certifi- 
cation should be issued to an 
alien with the proper qualifica- 
tion who could do the job. 

Much depends on the kind of 
work the applicant hopes to do， 
said Meier. Menial jobs requiring 
little skill do not qualify one for 
certification now-。 For instance， 
95 per cent of domestic help 
applications are being refused. 
Waitress and room or hotel clerk 
applications _ are being turned 
down. 了 owever，applications of 
Mandarin or specialty cooks to 
Work in specialty restaurants 
have been，and are being, :ap- 
proved. Also, the pay rate of the 
prospective employee must be 
comparable to that in the indus- 
try before the Labor Department 
will issue the certification . 

EXTREMES 

“People are panicking from one 
extreme to another,”says Meier. 
People say there are ten million 
unemployed，and eight million 
illegal aliens are ip this country， 
taking up our good-paying jobs. 
As governmentemployees, Meier 
emphasized，Labor Department 
staff members have to stay in the 
“middle of the road”and not 
deny persons who properly quali- 
fy under the law for certification . 

“We are tightening up，yes. 
Nationwide too,”said Meier. Em- 
ployers must now exhaust all rea- 
Sonable means and routes to get 
a U.S worker who is already 
legally here. However,，labor cer- 
tifications have by no means 
come to a complete halt. 
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AN ANGERED CITIZENRY 


It is common knowledge in Chinatown that merchants have 
been extorted for various sums of money by different gangs 
for a long time. 

Merchants are complaining that there is little they can do 
to change the situation. First, they' fear property damage to 
the premises and bodily harm to their workers and families. 
The police cannot offer continuous protection. On the other 
hand, the gangs are in the community at all hours. Second, 这 
the cases are revealed, they fear the customers will be afraid 
to patronize their shops or restaurants, thus seriously affect- 
ing their business. Third, they are frustrated with community 
associations and organizations which seem powerless to act 
n the face of a crisis. Fourth, many Chinese American mer- 
xshants still have little idea of how law enforcement and crime 
Drevention work. Besides, they question,， and rightfuly,， their 
:ffectiveness. 

For these and probably more reasons, the merchants suffer 
in silence. Quite a few aire moving away from Chinatown， 
Many families fearful of bad influence on their children have 
already relocated. If this is not a sign of deterioration of the 
community, morally and physically，we don t know what is. 

In the midst of this situation, it is all the more amazing for 
us to read how the New York and Los Angeles Chinatown 
merchants got together, took action，and apprehended some 
of these extortionists. Obviously nailing a_ couple of gang 
members cannot solve all the community ils, but in it we see 
an angered citizenry stop running away fom problems， 

And this could be aturning point. 


LAU' DECISION MANDATES 
BILINGUAL EDUCATION 


More than a year ago, the U.S. Supreme Court decided im 
the case of Zav vs， Nicjols that the failure of the San Fran- 
cisco school system to provide special assistance to Chinese 
American students who do not speak English denies them a 
meaningful opportunity to participate in the public educa- 


tional program and thus violates Section 601 of the Civil . 


Rights Act of 1964. 

Since then，the S.FR. school system has been Under court 
order to develop a comprehensive plan to provide a meaning- 
ful and equal educational opportunity for thousands of stu- 
dents from the various language and cultural backgrounds， 
Under tremendous community pressure, the Board of Educa- 
tion on May 14，1974，established a Citizens Task Force to 
work conjointly with school staff and experts hired by the 
district to develop the master plan. On January 9 this year， 
the Task Force submitted the plan, calling for a full bilingual- 
biceultural education for al students of limited English-speak- 
ing ability and for voluntary participation of English-speak- 
ing students in such a program. 

After more than two months of review，the Board now 
plans to make a final decision on the master plan on March 
25. 

East/West has been closely following the Za vs. Nichols 
case from its inception in 1970.

For the reader's benefit 过 
ought to be duly noted that the 
Oral/Written Program is but one 
small，although significant，Ppart 
of the District's 卫 SAA Program . 
The District has three separate 
ESAA grants (了 lementary Basic， 
Secondary Special Projects，and 
Elementary Bilingual) which total 
over $4.3 million. Under these 
grants，various programs in 
multicultural education，counsel- 
ing，community/parent involve- 
ment，reading，and 卫 SLXbilin- 
gual education are subsidized. 
An important means of program 
implementation is tapping con- 
sultant services from various 
community persons and groups. 

. .The numerous individuals 
(there are over 400 teachers and 
paraprofessionals) and problems 
involved in the administration of 
these grants are too complex to 
recount here, but the funds must 
be used for the purpose of elimi- 
nating，reducing，Qor preventing 
minority group isolation，and 
overcoming educational disad- 
vantages related to such isola- 
tion, discrimination and segrega- 
tion. Any school system which 


lingual-bicultural education. This position has been sup- 
ported and demanded by a broad cross-section of the 
Chinese American community and has been repeatedly vali- 
dated by research_ and demonstration projectsslocally-and 
nationwide，The successful andq superior results from the 
small Chinese bilingual programs at Commodore Stockton， 
Patrick Henry，St. Mary's，Marina，and Galileo are impres- 
sive and perstasive. The modest Chinese bilingual private 
school Wah Mei, is further demonstration of the needs and 
interests of the Chinese American community . 

In recent years，the S.F. school system has come under 
sharp criticism and has lost public confidence and respect. 
Student _ achievements have been disgracefully low and 
embarrassing, and student enrollment has declined by more 
than 20,000 in the last five years. The regular school pro- 
gram has failed miserably and little has been done to rectify 
the situation and restore public confidence and Support. 

We consider the master plan recommended by the Task 
Force to be the most significant and positive-suggestion to 
appear in the midst of despair and qissension- The Plan is 
reasonable and consistent with community desires and 
needs， Given proper and adequate support by the school 
district and the public, the deteriorating school system could 
become a model multi-lingual, multi-cultural school district. 

We urge the Chinese community to reject the Superinten- 
dent's own proposal and to support actively the approval of 
the master plan on March 25 by writing letters to the Board 
and by attending the Board meeting on March 25 at 7 p.m.， 
at 135 Van Ness Avenue. 
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tegration requirements is eligible 
to apply for ESAA assistance.

The Ford administration recently 
asked Congress to appropriate 
$75 million for ESAA for 1975- 
76. This is a considerable reduc- 
tion from the current $246 million 
for the entire country. With Con- 


gress_ deliberating over Ford's ， 


request，Imany School districts 
and commiunity groups are Wait- 
ing with anxious anticipation on 
the fate of a piece of legislation 
that has produced some meastUr- 
able benefits for school childqren， 
teachers and parents，The out- 
come will undoubtedly be crucial 
to San Erancisco.

Confucius Plaza

Confucius Plaza is a triangle-shaped block near the heart of New 
York's Chinatown. Under the sponsorship of members of the Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerce and New York's Board of 卫 ducation， 
the area is being redeveloped into a plaza complex containing a 
new pubjlic school and four middle-income apartment buildings, two 
of them to be 44 stories tall. The complex will cost about $38 million 
to build and is being subsidized by the federal government under 

Throughout the first half of 1974，Confucius Plaza was the scene 
of demonstrations by young Asian-American activists largely to 
protest that Chinese construction workers had not been hired to 
Work on the site. . . . 

By summer a_ settlement' was close to being reached (see- 卫 /W 
8/i4/74). The final settlement, reached on June 10, 1974, provided 
for 12 experienced journeymen slots for Chinese on construction 
sites outside of Confucius Plaza and 10-12 apprenticeship slots at 
the Plaza site. Fifteen additional Asians were hired at sites around 
the city. 

There are still sporadic reports of harassment of the newly hired 
Chinese construction workers， The breakthrough at Confucius 
Plaza，however，represents at least a partial victory. It,is an illus- 
tration of how different forces were able to work together to obtain 
a foothold for the Chinese in the construction industry. Hopefully， 
this will pave the way for future increased Chinese participation in 
this and other industries.

Eleven months after this $2-million-plus project was sent to the 
federal Department of Housing and Urban Development，another 
Chinese group submitted a competing application. The result was， 
as the old Chinese saying goes,“with one' clap of the hands，both 
parties get nothing.…” The project failed to pass at the last minute. 
Whether we can revive the project later is truly in doubt. 

Iam very glad that the expansion project for Castelar Elementary 
School has begun. The project will be completed in another year. At 
that time，the _ school s library，auditorium and parking lot could 
provide additional space for community use after school hours. . . .

Moscone Asks State Fund 


For Bilingual Classes 


SACRAMENTO 一 Legislation 
designed to meet the state's 
moral and legal responsibility to 
provide equal educational oppor- 
tunities to those students whose 
basic language is not English has 
been unveiled by State Senate 
Democratic Leader George Mos- 
cone: 

Bxisting legislation (SB-7) by 
Senator Moscone is being amend- 
ed March 17 to include a plan of 
teaching bilingual-bicultural edu- 
cation in graduated steps begin- 
ning with the kindergarten grade 
level in the 1976-77 school year. 

“Several facts dominate the 
situation we have at present， 
said Senator Moscone. “First， 
more than 200,000 limited Eng- 
lish-speaking students don't get 


_a meaningful education in Cali- 


fornia schools. Second, the state 
has virtually abdicated its finan- 
cial responsibility to help provide 
a decent language programa. 
Third，the U.S，Supreme Court 
hastold us (in the Ze vs. Nic1ols 
case) that we must correct the 
situation 一 something we already 
know,”added the San Francisco- 
San Mateo Democrat.

The Moscone bill would pro- 
vide state aid of $400 per pupil 
for those districts meeting the 
mandate of organizing bilingual 
classes Where there are ten or 
more limited-English-speaking 
students in a single grade level 
within a given school，The pro-:- 
gram-Wwould advance -one grades 
level per year until 让 :covers al 
levels，K-6. Not more than two- 
thirds of the class could be non- 
English-speaking.

Criminal acts are divided into 
twocategories, misdemeanors 
and felonies，depending on the

GROWING UP 
IN CHINATOWN 


Part 6 By REV. EDWAR LEE 


ORIENTAL CONFERENCE 
In 1945 I was appointed superintendent of the Oriental Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church，consisting of the Chinese， Filjipino 
and 玉 orean churches 位 om Seattle to Mexicali. For the first time in 
the history of denominations，an Oriental was appointed to the 


Superintendency. It was unheard-of，as the position was regarded : 


as an ecclesiastical plum, But the then Methodist Bishop of Cali- 


fornia was none other than Bishop James Chamberlain Baker,， a - 


very liberal and far-sighted bishop，one-time minister of the Uni- 
versity Church at Urbana，llinois，and founder of the Wesley 
Eoundation. I served as superintendent for seven years，in the 
meanwhile retaining my titular pastorate in Oakland. In 1952，on 
the compjletion of my tour of duty as superintendent, TI was honored 
by my alma mater, the University of the Pacific，with the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Divinity, again the first American-born Chinese 
to be so honored. 

NEW BUILDING 

While 工 was superintendent I actively promoted the program of 
building new churches and parsonages for our Oriental constitu- 
ency. The Western Representative of the Board of Missions，a Dr. 
卫 zra M. Cox，noted that I was pushing for buildings for all the 
others but not for my owa Oakland Chinese church. It was he who 
urged the board to match dollar for dollar up to $25,000 for a new 


_church for the Chinese in Oakland.. Our church had been founded in 


1887 and the building was built around the turn of the century. 玉 
Was my proposal to have a building in a Chinese style of architec- 
ture that would reflect our spiritual and cultural heiitage. I had 
many discouraging moments due :to the impatience of the board 
executives who wanted immediate results following such a large 
financial grant. In those days before all the talk about ethnic 


_aidentity and an Asian Caucus, 工 was a voice crying in the wilderness 
seeking indigenization of our Chinese churches. TI was convinced -

that no Gothic, Romanesque，or Colonial style of architecture could 
reflect our culture. When the building was completed in that drab 
neighborhood, on a busy thoroughfare, it was an architectural gem. 
with red brick walls and a_ green tile roof to Symbolize it as a royal 


-palace. Its moon-gate opens into a courtyard of cloistered quiet- 


ness. The many Chinese and Christian symbols make 让 one of the 
most beautiful Chinese churches in ` America，and certainly one of 
the most beautiful buildings in Oakland Chinatown. Later，at the 
dedication of the church in Decemiber 1952，an executive of the 
Board of Missions said to me, “Edwar, Iam glad you stuck by your 
guns, insisting on a Chinese-style building.… 

The Oakland City Planning Commission has gone on record.that 
no matter what urban renewal changes occur in the city，our church 
building is to be preserved because of its cultural and architectural 
Value. The new church was built at a cost of $80,000 and it became 
debt-free within one year. Thereupon,，I imnmediately plunged into 
planning for an educational unit which was much needed by our 
church, for our membership had grown considerably. I directed my 
energy to pushing for the purchase of two adjacent parcels of land， 
and as luck would have it, they were available. 

HELPMATE 

I would be derejlict 让 Ifailed to give credit to my helpmate of 37 
years, the late Mrs. Lillie Lew Lee，who labored with me through 
thick and thin all those years in the Lord's Vineyard. 世 was the 
saddest day of my life when she was claimed a _victim of cancer， 
dying on the eve of Mother's Day in 1967. In addition to being the 
lady of the manse，she had been a librarian at the University of 
Caljlifornia and the Oakland Public Library. 

The new project of an educational unit to the church came to frui- 
tion in 1970, built at a cost of $125,000. 也 was a _ beautiful as well as 
a much-needed addition to the church. With its completion，[ was 
ready for retirement at the annual conference of the Methodist 
Church in June ofthat year. But there is no rest for the wicked! It so 
happened that at that time there was no minister at the Sacramento 
Chinese Methodist Church. I was _ immediately appointed interim 
pastor of that church，serving another two years and two .months. 工 
left there shortly before my epochal trip to China in October 1972. 
That was the trip of my jlife. 工 had never visited my ancestral land 
and the thought of treading the streets of Canton，Hangchow， 
Shanghai and Peking, and visiting the Great Wall and Ming Tompbs 
was thrilling. Significantly, 过 was in 1962，or when I was 60 years 


old, that Ivisited Taiwan and Hong 开 ong for the first time. Now in 
1972, at the age of 70, I was visiting China. By God's grace I hope 
to visit 过 again before Lam 80. 

This is the saga of a lad growing up in Chinatownyl!
